County OKs bus funding, 


may seek tax increase 


* Ina room packed with senior citizens 
and other bus patrons, Charlevoix 
County commissioners voted to tell 
the state they intend to keep Dial-A- 
Ride running until at least August 
1983. 

At the same time, commissioners 
said future funding may have to come 
from a special county-wide tax. 

The action came during the com- 
missioners’ Wednesday, March 24, 
meeting. The portion of the session 
dealing with the Charlevoix County 
Transit buses was moved to the 
county courtroom when the crowd 
became too large for the com- 
missioners’ room. 

Five Transit buses brought senior 
citizens and handicapped persons to 
the meeting. Transit director Art 
Saworski said the people paid for the 
rides and drivers donated their time. 

Saworski said he did not organize 
the show-of-numbers — _ people 
wanted to attend to demonstrate their 
support for the bus system. 

There were about 150 people at the 

‘meeting. About six spoke in their 
behalf, citing the need for continued 
bus runs and their satisfaction with 
service.

Bus fare going 
up Thursday 


It will cost 10 cents more to ride 
Charlevoix County Transit buses 
starting Thursday, April 1.

Fake emergency Tuesday at Big Rock 


The Big Rock Point warning sirens 
will sound sometime on Tuesday, 
April 6, as part of an exercise testing 
emergency plans for the nuclear 
power plant. 

This will be the fourth annual 
exercise to make sure Big Rock, 
Charlevoix County, Emmet County 
and state emergency plans work. But 
it will be the first exercise since the 
warning sirens were installed earlier 
this year. 

So, unlike past tests, the public will 


be more aware that something is 
going on. 

The time of the siren warning is not 
set. It will come when the mock 
emergency which Lests the ef- 
fectiveness of the plans reaches the 
point where public notification is 
necessary. 

In previous tests of the 11 warning 
speakers, there has been some dif- 
ficulty understanding voice broad- 
casts. If people cannot understand 
what is being broadcast through the 


speakers, county emergency services 
director Earl Muma says, they should 
tune to an area radio station. 


Stations WVOY, WKHQ, WCLX, 
WMBN and others are being asked to 
participate in the exercise by alerting 
people to what the siren messages are 

saying. 


The sirens will also sound at noon on 
Saturday, April 3, as part of their 
regular testing. They are tested on the 
first Saturday of each month. 


The siren system was put in under 
orders from the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission as part of notification 


changes mandated following the 
Three Mile Island nuclear plant 
accident. 


The system was installed by Con- 
sumers Power, owner and operator of 
the Big Rock plant four miles north of 
Charlevoix on “Lake Michigan. The 
speakers are designed to cover a five- 
mile radius around the facility.

It was the second class in Indian 
language being taught in East Jordan.

blooded Indian from Bay Mills, ‘and the 


. ¢lass, part of a federal Title IV project, 


ranged from little elementary school 
to high school 
students, ; 

- Some of the children actually are 
blond, but all have Indian blood and all 
are-learning Indian culture along with 
the language. 

Teeple explained tater that the lan- 

- guage was shared by a number of 

‘northern woodland Indian tribes. 


Lessons include use of a well-illus- 
trated textbook on the language, and 
Nishnawabe, as the language is named, 
is written in a clear, phonetic manner. 

The lesson Tuesday included chart- 
ing the clans—the crane and loon cians, 


from which leadership is expected—the 
fish, the turtle, and the bear clans, 


which also have distinct characteris- - 


tics, handed down the generations. 
“I’m of the’ Muck-wa (bear) clan,’’ 

Teeple said, smiling. “You see how 

bossy I am. That is typical of our clan.*” 


_ Teeple is also a member of the 
Four-Winds Singers, a, troupe of Indians 
performing traditional songs. He plens 
to start his master’s degree program in 
business, but right now is interested in

Progress toward an East Jordan 
harbor was the subject of the city harbor 


-commission’s first meeting, Tuesday, 


March 23, 

According to city superintendent 
Mike Dionne who chairs the commis- 
sion, the commission wants to look at 
alternatives to the construction plans as 
they were drawn up in 1972. : 

The purpose in making any changes, 
Dionne said, is. to save on construc- 
tion costs. 

To this end, the commissioners will 
ask for an appraisal by Sea Grant in 
Traverse City. Such appraisals are 
generally available and at no cost, 
Dionne said. 

“We will also get into contact with 


the Army Corps of Engineers to help 
evaluate conditions here,’ he said, 
adding, ‘‘We want to get the harbor 
commission heading in the right direc- 
tion.”’ 

Dionne reported the city has been 
staying in contact with the Water- 
ways Division of the Department of 
Natural Resources, but, he said, as yet

about $3,900 was in the harbor fund 
with some being set aside each year.

Killing our alcoholics with love. 

The above statement sounds extreme 
on the surface, but it is my opinion that 
this is exactly what is happening. In 
society as a whole and most especially 
at the family level. 

Information on alcoholism comes at 
us almost on a daily basis and in many 
forms. Perhaps television is the most 
effective because it reaches so many. 
We are told alcoholism has reached 


' epidemic proportions and now especial- 


ly in teenagers. 

We're given signs of conduct to watch 
for, in outselves and anyone close to us, 
who may be leaning too heavily on the 
afternoon cocktail or Saturday night 
parties. 

Counseling. programs 
promoted and made available in indus- 
try and in religion. They're available on 
the county level, supported by govern- 
ment funds. You’ll find them in schools 
and hospitals. The list can go on. 

In the beginning we laugh at the 
problem drinker and tell them how 
funny they are; when the truth is, they 
aren’t funny at all. When their drinking 
becomes worse and they start getting 
into trouble we make excuses for them. 

“He lost his.job because he has been 
sick a lot lately.”” Hangovers and we 
know it. ‘‘His wife left him because he 
can’t afford to buy food and clothing for 
the family. * He spent all his money at 
the local pub. ‘‘He is embarrassed 


are widely 


because he spent the, weekend in jail,’’ 


' due to driving under the influence of 


alcohol. 

The fact is, drinking is the real 
problem and this is the problem we 
must address. Instead we play it down, 
try to rescue them and then reinforce 
the excuses they are making. No 
wonder they continue to drink, after afl 
it isn’t their fault. 

Chances are, before reaching what 
we call the chronic stages, they will be 
jailed many times, lose jobs, and 
families will breakup, ‘not to mention 
-the harm they may cause others. There 
will be a lot of time and money spent on 
doctors and hospitals. (And who will be 
picking up the tab on much of this?) 

They will receive a lot of sympathy 
and they should, but why won’t we tell 
them that alcohol is the real problem? It 
has caused the job loss,. the financial 
insecurity and the weekend in jail. And 
that it is going to kill them if they don’t 
stop drinking it. 

If they are lucky they may eventu- 
ally end up in some type of detox 
treatment. Here they can be dried out 
and go through withdrawal with a 
minimum of pain and receive some 
positive reinforcement for the days 
ahead. At this point, someone, perhaps 
even a physician may tell’ them they 
have been drinking too much and 
should slow down. . 

Often we celebrate their release from 
the hospital by buying them a drink! I

havé seen this repeated many times 
before it is finally realized that’ this 
person cannot take even one drink.”’ 

That is where recovery can begin. 
However, mahy die before they reach 
this point. They are killed in car wrecks, 
die from heart attacks, alcohol poison- 
ing, cirrhosis of the liver, etc. Why do 
we make excuses for them? 

Do we have to wait until they are on 
the brink of insanity or death before we 

- can suggest to them that the drinking is 
the real problem? It seems so. We 
excuse and cover. Justify and excuse 
and back and forth. 

And then at the cemetery we say, “WH 
only he could have stopped drinking.’’ I 
have seen people die as-a direct result of 
alcoholism actually believing that alco- 
hol had nothing to do with their illness. 

We are leaning more and more 
toward the theory that alcoholism is a 
disease. I prefer to call it an addic- 
tion. All people have preblems and 
hang-ups in life to some degree, but 
manage to cope with them with or 
without the use of aocohol. 

Apparently the alcoholic cannot. | am 
sugkesting that they drink to escape 
and we are helping them do so by 
making excuses for them. 

If the news media said, ‘‘Attention: 
the black plague is now a full fledged 
epidemic,’’ we would show incredible 
strength and skill in bringing this killer 
to a halt. And yet we continue to love 
our alcoholics to their very death.

“If the interested buyers 
don’t buy it, then the

Last year, he said, 
stockholders voted to ac- 
cept $8 a share plus 
debts.

The railroad was run as 
a tourist attraction in the 
early 1970s by Hollis Ba- 
ker.

The survey also dis- 
covered that 40 percent of 
the population would like 
to own a recreational vehi- 
cle. 

Many enthusiasts who

As David S. Pckering, 
Director of the Michigan

up the lifestyle.”’
